Columbus is about 
to establish a cancer treatment 
center at the city hospital. <A 
glance at the map of the state 
shows us how greatly the power of 
our attack against the disease 
would be improved if it were 
practicable to organize a cancer 
treatment center at Waycross. As 
you know, Waycross occupies a 
strategic geographic position in 
this respect. . . 

The cancer specialist told the 
doctors “the weapons we must use 
against cancer are: First, popular 
education. . . Second, adequate 
means for the treatment of can- 
on. . Third, every effort 
must be made to detect early can- 
cers and precancerous conditions

Welfare Board Quits Due to 
Lack of Funds. 


MACON, Dec. 8.—(#)—Relief 
for 784 unemployed persons was 
in doubt today after the city- 
county board of public welfare re- 
signed, causing what Chairman V. 
McKibben Lane termed a “com- 
plete breakdown of local direct 
relief.” 

Lane, Mrs. A. C. Young, Mrs. 
G. D. Jones and Mrs. E. B. Har- 
rold submitted their resignations 
to the Macon city council and 
county commissioners after they 
said the county refused to resume 
an appropriation of $500 a month 
next year. The welfare board has 
been operating on $1,500 monthly 
since September 1, when county 
support ceased. 

Officials declared they had suf- 
ficient funds from the city-county 
board to carry on local relief 
work until December 20. 

The board’s statement said the 
action was taken because it was 
unable to administer local relief 
with less than $2,000 monthly. 
The county offered earlier to give 
$500 a month for December and 
January, and then wait to see 
what measures the general assem- 
bly will adopt to offset a decrease 
in revenue expected in the home- 
stead exemptions act.

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Robert 
Raven, of Pittsburgh, is grown up 
today, an old man at 24. Both eyes 
are cut ouf and two toes are gone. 
His right leg is shriveled with 
shrapnel. His thin, old-looking 
face is wrinkled with the marks 
of the plastic surgeon’s knife, and, 
where a bullet zipped along the 
side of his head, there is a nar- 
row red line running like a gulley 
from temple to ear.

»He was wounded three separate 
times in one month, and the gal-

He wears dark glasses over 
where his eyes used to be, but, 
aside from that, he is a small, 
neat-looking man, with a high, 
round forehead from which the 
thinning blond hair is retreating. 
Some of his teeth were blown out 
by the concussion a grenade, 
and he wears a little golden mous- 
tache over his mouth. But he 
doesn’t smile very often. 

He wasn’t raised to be a soldier. 
Bob took the pre-medical course 
at the University of Pittsburgh 
and got his degree as bachelor of 
science, but he couldn’t work his 
way through medical school with- 
out piling up some money. So he 
came to New York—as a pacifist. 

Then he went to Spain on his 
own, he says, without a visa, and 
smuggled himself across the 


border. ae 
On the Jarama front, beginning 


the afternoon of March 15, his 
career as a soldier ended forever. 

It was that day that an enemy 
hand grenade exploded in his face, 
blowing him over backward. It 
also blew his own grenade out of 
his hand. 

“It felt,” he says, “as if my 


whole face was blown off. But I 
didn’t have time to think about it. ' 
Letting go my grenade released | 
the lever and started it ticking. | 
I knew I had three and one-half | 
seconds before it would go off. I 
couldn’t see a thing. I started to 


count. I counted one, two, three, 


then bam! The grenade went off) 


and blew my legs to pieces.” 

And what’s he going to do now? 
“T’m still in that fight,” he says. 
“TI can write and I can speak. 
I’m learning to read Braille and 
I can play the ’cello. The boys in 
Spain knew I liked to play, and 
they chipped in and gave me a 
beautiful ’cello when I came 
home.”

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A SANE AND SOUND SOLUTION 
The bill of Representative Thomas, Chat- 
tooga, to legalize the sale of liquor in the 25 
Georgia counties which voted wet in the June 
8 referendum is a sound and direct approach 
to the solution of an unhealthy and destructive 
condition faced by Georgia. 


Not only would this measure, if enacted into 
law, permit the voters of these 25 counties to 
attack the problem of illicit liquor trade in the 
manner they believe would prove most effective, 
but it would at the same time go far towards 
enabling the counties which voted dry in the 
referendum to better control the great volume 
of illicit liquors with which they are being con- 
stantly flooded. | 


In addition it would mean that the state 
would gain a large revenue from sales in the 
counties in which strictly controlled liquor 
Stores would be established. 


The bill contains many proven safeguards 
against liquor traffic abuses and provides ef- 
fective teeth with which to insure its enforce- 
ment. 


The bill calls for the operation of a liquor 
store for each 5,000 inhabitants of a eounty; it 
prohibits sales to minors, intoxicated persons or 
habitual drinkers; women would not be allowed 
to work in the stores and no such store could 
be located in the vicinity of churches or schools; 
it forbids the sale of individual drinks either in 
the liquor stores or any other business establish- 
ment. It calls for a $200 license for each liquor 
Store and an excise tax of $1 per gallon, with 
manufacturers and wholesalers paying a license 
of $1,000 a year. Fortified wines of more than 14 
per cent would be classed as liquor and regu- 
lated and taxed accordingly. 

To promote Georgia industry, and aid the 
Georgia farmer, the bill provides that the tax 
on wine, distilled spirits and alcohol manufac- 
tured in the state would be only one-half of 
that imposed on the same products imported 
into the state. 

The folly of Georgia’s further countenancing 
of the liquor situation now existing within the 
state’s borders is strikingly revealed in the re- 
cent government report showing that during 
the past four years federal custom duties 
amounting to $1,712,636 have been paid by the 
importers of illicit liquors into Georgia. Against 
this nearly $2,000,000 of federal taxes on illegal 
liquor in Georgia, Nerth Carolina paid only 
$1,098,00C; South Carolina, $488,000. ana Ala- 
be a $371,000. 

-n Virginia, which has a mode! control and 
revenue producing system, $2,958,000 in federal 
taxes were paid during the four years. If all 
the liquor sold during this period in Georgia 
had been taxed the total would unquestionably 
have been much larger even than that paid by 
Virginia. 

The reports of the federal alcoho! tax unit 
give convincing evidence that there is no state 
in the Union, wet or dry, in which the liquor 
traffic is larger per capita than in Georgia, nor 
in which there is more open defiance of the 
law in connection with liquor sales. 

And yet Georgia is receiving not one dollar 
of revenue from a source from which all except 
a meager handful of the states of the Union are 
securing millions of dollars a year towards the 
Support of schools, eleemosynary institutions, 
and other state activities. 

There is nothing more certain than that in 
large centers of population liquor will continue 
to be sold, whatever laws may be enacted and 
whatever the effort at enforcement may be. 
This was proven beyond question by the dis- 
astrous experiment with national prohibition. 

So long as this traffic remains illegal, the 
criminals conducting it will spread their activi- 
ties into the counties of smaller population 
where the possibility exists for the enforcement 
of a dry law. 

The Thomas bill would permit the large 
counties to effectively contro] and combat the 
consumption of liquor and would ai the same 
time make it possible for the smailer counties 
to successfully combat the activities of illicit 
liquor traffickers operating from headquarters 
in neighboring countiss. 

The members of the legislature should taboo 
politics, prejudice and personal! interest in the 
consideration of this vitally important legisla- 
tion. 

Certainly no single step could be taken in 
Georgia that would go further toward solving 
the state’s financia! crisis, putting an e€27 to 
constantly growing criminal gangs and, most 
important of all, lead to the steady diminu- 
tion of the vicious and destructive traffic.

“OPPORTUNITIES” KNOCK AGAIN 

On the first page of today’s Constitution 
the story of the “Ten Opportunity” families be- 
gins its annual retelling. Once again, as Christ- 
mas, the season when human hearts and hu- 
man souls turn most beautifully to sympathy, 
rolls around, Atlantans are given the God-sent 
opportunity to perform constructive service to 
their less fortunate fellows. 

The thought behind the Ten Opportunities 
campaign, conducted annually for many years 
by The Constitution, is the most beautiful that 
animates any Christmas giving. For it is giving 
upon intelligent foundations, giving that is not 
for a day, but for a year. Giving that, in days 
to come, pays glorious dividends of restored 
happiness, renewed hope and reinvigorated citi- 
zenship. " 

Each year, with the co-operation of the Fam- 
ily Welfare Society, The Constitution selects ten 
Atlanta families which have fallen upon evil 
days but whose members would, if given a 
chance, become good, self-supporting citizens, 
living assets to the community. 

By the nature of the plan, these Oppor- 
tunity families largely consist of mothers and 
their children. In some cases, the father is 
with them, helpless to properly support them, 
either by ill health or unemployment. 

Careful investigation of the needs of each 
family is made. The little incomes they pro- 
vide by their own efforts are computed. These 
generally come from the patient toil of a moth- 
er’s tired hands or the efforts of some young 
son or daughter, selling papers or performing 
some small service for small return. 


The income they have is subtracted from 


the minimum monthly amount needed to sup- 
port them in elemental decency. To provide 
proper, strength-building food for growing 
young bodies, to furnish warm clothing that 
children may go, unashamed, to school and to 
see that the home is held together. 

Atlantans are asked to furnish the month- 
ly sum, through all the 12 months of the com- 
ing year, that will bridge the gap for these 
families between what they have and what they 
need. It may be $20 a month, or $25 or $30 
or $40. Whatever it is, it measures the op- 
portunity for constructive giving to those At- 
lantans who have eyes to see and hearts to 
understand. 

All gifts are welcome. The man or woman 
who can assume entire financial responsibility 
for one Opportunity family performs a service 
that only those who have performed it in the 
past can fully appreciate. 

But the smaller givers, those whose con- 
tributions may be anything from a small coin 
up, are welcome. From the multitude of smaller 
gifts is compiled the sum needed to take care 
of a number of these families for the year. 

And the amount of the gift is, after all, 
measured only by the ability to give—its true 


worth is known only to the giver and to the 


Father of both giver and those who receive. 

In years past many Opportunities have been 
accepted and have been splendidly provided for 
by groups. In some instances a group of work- 
ers in an office, in some instances a club or 
church organization or other assoctation. There 
have been women who meet regularly as an 
informal bridge club who have assumed an 
Opportunity for a year and there have been 
men who labor together in the same industrial 
plant who have accepted the privilege. 

There are, of course, other families needing 
help, in addition to the ten selected. These ten 
represent the most pressing and most worthy 
needs, in the opinion of those who selected 
them from hundreds of reports. 

Sometimes, in years passed, The Constitu- 
tion has been able, through the overflowing 
generosity of public response, to care for more 
than the first ten families. Thirteen, fourteen 
and fifteen have, some years, been provided for. 

Today the appeal for the first ten begins. 
The response Atlanta makes to that appeal is 
the only factor that will limit the number of 
Opportunities that, this year, may knock timid- 
ly at the door and beg for shelter, food and a 
decent chance in life.

The 
making of music is often slow and 
painful. How patiently God works 
to teach us! How long He waits 
for us to learn the lesson!” 

The above paragraph deserves a 
place in your scrapbook, provided 
you ever read your scrapbook. I 
keep it under the glass on my 
desk, so that I may read it every 
morning, and maybe every eve- 
ning. I like a Scripture that seems 
to me the fountain source of the 
truth of which Ruskin writes, that 
passage that reads, “Be still and 
know that I am God,’ and a kin- 
dred passage, “Wait on thé Lord, 
and again I say, wait.” Such, I 
believe, is the course of the path 
that will lead us to understand 
and accept the music of life.

Ratification Fought. 

Although the Roosevelt admin- 
istration favors a treaty pending 
for years that will make the Unit- 
ed States a party to the world 
copyright convention, congress, to 
date, has not acted. Senator F. 
Ryan Duffy, of Wisconsin, has in- 
terested himself in the treaty, but, 
as in former years, other sources 
have fought its ratification. 

Ifa book is published in the 
United States and in Canada or 
‘England simultaneously, however, 
the American publisher may seek 
redress because of infringement 
by another foreign publisher 
through these latter countries, 
both members‘ of the world copy- 
right convention. | 

The McMillan Company first 
published the Mitchell book in 
this country in May, 1936, but the 
issue was not released, according 
to McMillan Company, until the 
next edition, which was published 
in June, 1936. The first edition of 
the Toronto publication was also 
released in June. 

Goes to High Court. 

Now, the lower Dutch court has 
accepted the contention that the 
book was actually published in 
May, even though the result of 
this printing was not released un- 
til the following June. This is the 
point upon which the case was 
taken to the high court in Hol- 
land. 

As far back as Mark Twain’s 
day, American publishers were 
urging the government to join a 
world copyright convention. It is 
related that the author of “Tom 
Sawyer” was sitting in the house 
gallery one day when the speak- 
er, “Uncle Joe” Cannon, noticed 
him. The famous author was in- 
vited to the floor of the chamber 
and sat with “Uncle Joe” on the 
speaker’s dais, occupying, per- 
ha the highest open position a 
lobb¥ist ever aspired to. 

Mark Twain, too, was interest- 
ed in protecting his foreign copy- 
rights, but the matter of this 
country joining an _ international 
convention has been deadlocked 
from that day to this. 


“I INTEND TO FIGHT,” 
MISS MITCHELL SAYS 

Miss Mitchell, who in private 
life is the wife of John Marsh, 
public utility advertising execu- 
tive, issued a statement, in which 
she said, in part: 

“I intend to fight for my rights 
with every means at my com- 
mand. I wouldn’t mind losing the 
royalties on the Dutch edition— 
they are not what matters. The 
important thing is the many years 
of hard labor I put into the writ- 
ing of my book. I can never for- 
get them. 

“After all the hard work I put 
into it, I would be a pretty poor 
sort if I permitted my book to be 
published without my permission 
and in complete disregard of my 
‘rights, in Holland or any place 
else, without putting up a fight 
to protect it. 
| “I am doing this by informing 
| the Dutch court of the actual fact 
of simultaneous publication of my 
book in the United States and in 
Canada, and when that court has 
‘all of these facts before it, I am 
confident that my rights will be 
protected.”

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


BELLY BREATHING FOR 
BRONCHIECTASIS, 


In many cases of chronic bron- 
chitis where there are paroxysms 
of coughing with expectoration of 
a large quantity of sputum there 
is bronchiectasis, that is, dilation 
of some of the bronchial tubes. 
These :patients may pass. the 


greater part of the day with little 
or no coughing and then, with a 
change of position or perhaps 
first thing in the morning have a 
hard coughing spell. 

It is a good habit for any one 
with chronic bronchitis to get into 
the knee-chest position and hold 
the position for a few minutes 
two or three times a day, if not 
too feeble. That is, get down on 
hands &nd knees and, keeping the 
thighs vertical, lower the chest to 
the floor and rest there with fore- 
arms on the floor. 

Or practice first thing on wak- 
ing the bed-floor position for a 
few minutes. That is, lie prone 
across the bed with chest and 
forearms resting on the floor. 

The purpose of both of these 
silly stunts is to favor drainage 
and to clear the chest of sputum 
accumulated in the dilated bron- 
chial tubes. 

It is an excellent thing for every 
one who is subject to chronic bron- 
chitis, bronchiectasis, emphysema 
(ballooning of air-cells in the 
lungs) or asthma to practice belly 
breathing regularly, a half dozen 
inflations at a seance, three or four 
times a day. 

To do this, lie supine (better 
make sure you know the differ- 
ence between prone and supine, 
or you'll get yourself all upset 
for nothing) with knees flexed 
and feet resting on floor or bed. 
Keep your mouth open. Let one 
est on the belly as an in- 
dex. Take a slow, even inhalation 
and imagine the air is inflating 
the entire trunk and expanding 
the lower portion of belly first 
and gradually the upper portion 
and finally the chest. Don’t strain. 


| Take it easy, breathing at the rate 
of about five or six times a min- 

(ute, or even more slowly if you 
like. Avoid jefky, hasty effort. 
'When the inflation is complete, 
close the mouth and let the air 

“em escape through the nose without 
“seca any effort or forced expulsion. 


Observe the steady rise and fall 
of your hand. Not more than six 
such inflations at a seance. It is 
difficult to do this belly breathing 
exercise well at first, but you will 
find your performance improves 
with practice, with many months 
of practice,

“We feel the conference 
should prohibit all such 
games or else permit them in 
cities where they are to be 
played for a worthy cause. 
The rule is grievously unfair 
to Georgia, a state second to 
none in its annual support of 
Southeastern conf erence 
games.” 

Paul Stevenson, general 
agent for the Atlanta Celebra- 
tions Commission, said plans 
would be made to bring two 
outstanding teams to Atlanta 
New Year’s Day, if the con- 
ference rule were rescinded. 
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JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 8.—(4)— 
The adavnce guard of coaches and 
facuilty athletic board chairmen 
of the Southeastern conference 
will descend on Jackson tomor- 
row for their annual post-season 
meeting. 

Advance reservations had been 
made tonight for each of the 13 
conference members. 

The executive committee will 
hold a meeting Thursday night to 
open the busy week-end program, 
with Dr. B. F. Finney, of Sewanee, 
acting president, in the chair. Dr. 
Finney replaced Dr. R. L. Men- 
uet, of Tulane, last spring when 
the latter resigned because of ill 
health. 

Other members of the commit- 
tee are Dr. W. D. Funkhouser, 
Kentucky, secretary; Dr. M. L. 
Brittain, Georgia Tech; President 
Duke Humphrey, Mississippi State; 
Professor H. M. Martin, Auburn. 

Principal topics to come before 
the conference include the subject 
of post-season “bowl” gamés, with 
special reference to the recent 
permission given Auburn to play 
in the Orange Bowl at Miami.

I hereby lay claim that Elmore Howard (Honeyboy), Hack- 
ney is the greatest running back the south has ever produced. 

Now those of you gentle readers who are looking at this 
McGill-possessed corner of The Constitution, be careful and do 
not spill your coffee or swallow some of it the wrong way. 

I back my belief with figures which-will be posted later on. 

Those of you who saw Johnny Mack * cane who 
saw Stumpy who saw Bobby Dodd, Gene 

McIver, Beattie Feathers and those other great backs 

who came before these boys, will say “the Mann’s 

crazy,” but if you'll. back your arguments with the 
figures I’m about to back mine with, I'll bow out as 

I have bowed in. 

Most of the arguments will be on behalf of Johnny Mack 
Brown, I guess, but maybe I think that only because I’ve heard 
Coach Wallace Wade, Herschel Caldwell and Dumpy Hagler, 
who watched him at Alabama. I can’t get a one of that trio 
to commit himself. 

But, like Johnny Mack, Hackney will not make a consensus 
of the All-America teams. Johnny Mack Brown and Elmore 
Hackney are as unfortunate as they were great running backs. 
Johnny Mack did his running before the All-America pickers 
thought much of southern football. Hackney has done his for 
two years on teams on which there was a greater all-around back 
(Ace Parker) and this year on-a team that was not good enough 
to furnish an All-America to the nation. 


DABBLING IN FIGURES. 

Now, to get into the figures. In three years of varsity foot- 
ball, Hackney has made 80 runs ranging from 13 to 72 yards. 

Look over these runs from scrimmage: 65, 64, two of 42, 
41, 37, 33, 30, 28, 26, 25, 24, 23, two of 21, five of 20, four 
of 19, three of 18, six of 17, five of 16 and two of 15. 

Now glance at these punt returns: 72, 55, 52, 47, 46, 
41, 30, 28, 23, two of 22, 21, six of 20, three of 18, three of 
17, four of 16, three of 15, 14, and three of 13. 

To set forth a few more, he has made kick-off returns of 
61 and 40 yards and has made runs after intercepted passes of 
35 and 25 yards. 

The greater share of his punt returning was done the past 
two years, as he was alternate member of the first team his 
sophomore year and played at the safety post only occasionally. 
Of his punt returns only ones of 21, 20, 18, 17, 14 and three 
of 13 were made his sophomore year. : : 

The best compliment to his ability to return punts 
was shown this season. In every major game—Ten- 
nessee, Georgia Tech, Colgate, North Carolina and 

North Carolina State—opposing kickers punted away 

from Hackney. Now, they may not have been in- 

structed to do so, but anyway they did. 

He has turned in a total of 415 yards this season by re- 
turning punts to go with the 485 yards he has advanced the 
ball by scrimmage. That 415 yards returning punts was made 
on 32 punts, which gives him an Average punt return for the 
season of a fraction under 13 yards. You Atlanta folks saw 
that 35-yard return he made against Tech to start the Blue 
Devils toward their’second touchdown in that thrilling battle. 


ONCE IN A GREAT WHILE. 

Running backs like Hackney come along only once in a 
great while. He is not what you’d call great in other depart- 
ments of play, but he can get by. He’s good on pass defense 
and defense against running plays—improved by 100 per cent 
over his work in those two departments last year—and he is a 
fair punter and a fair passer. He blocks fairly well. Asa signal 
caller, he’s as smart as they come. 

So it will go down in the record books that two of the 
south’s greatest running backs—Hackney and Johnny Mack 
Brown, and I repeat Hackney is the greater of the two (see 
the figures) —failed to make the All-America. This is not a 
criticism of the All-America teams, but it just goes to show you 
that all of the good ones don’t win places. 

It was a pleasure to write this column so Hackney’s 

' great running records would be put where they can be 
found in years to come. When I got these figures to- 
gether, they were amazing to me. When Coach Wade 
saw them, they amazed him. I hope they have amazed 
you. I think everyone knows Hackney is a great run- 

ning back, but I am positive they do not know what a 

truly great one the figures show him to be. |

Davis is counsel for Mrs. Rose 
Laikin, a dressmaker, and the re- 
port gave an account of her stew- 
ardship as general guardian for 
her two daughters, Adele, 18, and 
Marilyn, 13. 

Nine years ago, Davis wrote, 
Mrs. Laikin’s husband, Frank, sep- 
arated from ‘her. He ‘disappeared. 
She made inquiries about him but 
they were fruitless. She remem- 
bered, though, that he often had 
said he would go to Europe, and 
so in June, 1929, when she ‘heard 
that one “Noach Goldberg” had 
died in Vienna, she began an in- 
vestigation. 

Handicapped by lack of money. 
she appealed to the Polish consul 
here. She told him she was con- 
vinced Goldberg was Laikin. 

The Polish consulate in Vienna 
took up the matter and decided to 
sell Goldberg’s few assets.

The vice consul himself had a 
wooden leg, but Goldberg’s looked 
better. The vice-consul thought he 
would like to buy it.

COUPLE FACE TRIAL 
IN REVELS SLAYING 


Government Hears Testi- 
mony on Confession in 


Park Murder. 


ROME, Dec. 8.—The federal 
government, through prosecution 
witnesses, late today began forg- 
ing a chain of evidence around 
Roy Weathers, 23, and his wife, 
Virgie Weathers, charged with the 
murder of James C. Revels, 21, of 
Chattanooga, in ne park 
last August. 

Testimony began a Judge 
Charles B. Kennamer, presiding in 
fedral court here, overruled a de- 
fense motion to quash the indict- 
— because of disputed jurisdic- 
tion. 

W. D. Mullis, first witness, told 
of finding the body of Revels in 
Chickamauga creek with feet and 
hands bound, throat cut, = stab 
wounds in his chest, and other 
wounds about the face and head. 

Jim Plaster, of Lytle, identified 
as a brother-in-law of Weathers, 
testified the defendants came to 
his home the night of the crime, 
and borrowed a rag and bucket of 
water to wash their automobile. 
Plaster quoted Weathers as ad- 
mitting he and his wife had just 
killed Revels, and that “he was 
very hard to kilJ.” He said he gave 
Weathers some gasoline, part of 
which was poured into their au- 
tomobile tank. The government 
contends the remainder was used 
to burn the murder car. 

The alleged confession of Virgie 
Weathers, which Joseph H. Farley, 
FBI agent, said he witnessed soon 
after the arrest of the couple, was 
read to the jury, describing how 
Revels was waylaid and taken in- 
to Chickamauga park to be slain. 

Most of the remaining prosecu- 
tion witnesses, it was said tonicht, 
will be used to prove the crime 
was committed within the boun- 
daries of the park, a federal res- 
ervation.

Even as he struck again at the 
court, Ickes denounced some ‘sec- 
tions of big business, asserting that 
America’s “giant corporations have 
assumed an overlordship over the 
civil rights and substantive liber- 
ties of the individual.” 

This “overlordship,” he asserted, 
had been aided by constitutional 
constructions by the court, which 
“safeguard the rights of the larg- 
est corporation in its relation to 
the government as if it were a 
mere individual.” 

Much of his speech was spent 
in assaulting political absolutism, 
particularly Fascism, among the 
nations, following what he term- 
ed a “Ku Klux Kode.”

British Survey Ranks Fleet 
One of Biggest, Possibly 
Most Efficient. 


LONDON, Dec. 8.—(#)—A Brit- 
ish survey of world aircraft today 
noted an “enormous” increase in 
the size and efficiency of the Unit- 

States air force to “one of the 
biggest and possibly the most ef- 
ficiently armed” in the world. 

C. G. Grey made the ranking in 
his preface to the 1937 edition of 
Jane’s “All the Wold’s Aircraft.” 

He credited German fighting 
planes with being equal in power 
and performance to American and 
British craft “though not in num- 
bers.” 

He told how fast American and 
German airliners-had produced “a 
complete turn-around” from heavy 
bombers.. 

Grey pointed out that large 
bombers needed big crews and 
could be downed with one anti- 
aircraft shot while smaller craft 
split the risk and had higher per- 
formance. 

Other points made in his survey 
included: 

1. France has fallen behind oth- 
er powers in technical advances. 

2. Indiscriminate bombing of 
large cities to break the morale of 
the populace “always is danger- 
ous to the bombing country be- 
cause it may stir up a national 
spirit which hitherto has not been 
particularly concerned with war.’ 

3. Aerial warfare in spain in 
the past year has been between 
“Italian and German supporters” 
of the Insurgents and “French and 
Russian supporters of the govern- 
ment.” None of the original Span- 
ish planes survived, he said.

Lifting of Government Re- 
strictions Termed Vital in 
Platform for 1938. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—(#)—The 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers today adopted a platform 
holding out a brilliant and ever 
widening future prosperity for 
America provided industry is re- 
lieved of uncertainty and exces- 
sive restrictions of government. 

Describing the things manufac- 
turing could do for prosperity, the 
“platform for American industry 
for 1938” continued: 

“Manufacturing cannot do these 
things as well as it should, and 
as well as it wants to, if it is 
shackled by restrictive legislation, 
burdened with excessive taxes, 
continually in doubt as to the na- 
ture and permanency. of govern- 
ment policies, crippled by labor 
difficulties, and handicapped by 
inability to secure sufficient funds 
from investors.” 

“What this country needs is 
business confidence, Business will 
move forward produeing more 
goods, and therefore more jobs— 
if it is permitted to face the fu- 
ture with only the natural haz- 
ards of legitimate private compe- 
tition.” 

While apparently calling for 
modification of existing federal la- 
bor laws, the platform urges labor 
policies that will “provide for the 
free interchange of ideas between 
management and its employes on 
all matters of mutual interest, ade- 
quate opportunity for the consid- 
eration and adjustment of all com- 
plaints, maintenance of good work- 
ing conditions, and fair wages to 
the work performed.” 

The platform sets forth an elab- 
orate program for fighting depres- 
sions, including resistance to price 
rises during periods of expansion, 
Slashing of prices in periods of 
depression, leveling of seasonal 
employment variations, and avoid- 
ance of over-capitalizatign.

The Brookings Institution recom- 
mended tonight the repeal of the 
tax on undistributed corporate 
profits because “it limits the possi- 
bility of prompt and flexible capi- 
tal developments and handicaps 
with particular severity a multi- 
tude of small and medium sized 
business enterprises.” 

“It bears with particular sever- 
ity upon new companies or those 
which are endeavoring to recup- 
erate from a period of misfortune,” 
the Institution added. 

Its recommendations were based 
on a study of effects of the tax 
on 1,560 corporations which an- 
swered a questionnaire sent out by 
Senator Steiwer, Republican Ore- 
gon. 

The Institution said amendments 
could eliminate some of the most 
“flagrant weaknesses” of the law 
but even then retention of the tax 
would not be warranted. 

“The practical difficulties in ap- 
plying such a levy to the complex 
and varied organization and opera- 
tion of American industry,” the re- 
port concluded, “are such that 
equitable and effective adminis- 
tration is impossible.”

iHOUSING AUTHORITY , 
SPLITS $30,900,000 


Sum Tentatively Divided. 
Among Cities for New 
Slum Homes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(>)— 
The United States Housing author- 
ity tentatively divided $30,500,000. 
among a number of cities today to 
build new homes for slum dwell- 
ers. 

This action, announced by Ad- 
ministrator Nathan Straus, was the 
beginning of the $526,000,000 
housing program under the Wag- 
ner-Steagall act, passed at the last 
session of congress. The act em- 
powers Straus to lend city hous- 
ing authorities up to 50 per cent 
of the cost of clearing slums and 
erecting low-rent housing. 

Earmarked Sums. 

These sums were earmarked: 

Pittsburgh, $10,000,000; Detroit, 
$10,000,000; Bridgeport, Conn., $3,- 
600,000; Syracuse, N. Y., $2,500,- 
000; Jacksonville, Fla., $1,000,000; 
Columbus, Ohio, $1,500,000; East 
St. Louis, IL, $1,500,900; Annapo- 
lis, Md., $400, 000. 

Straus also indicated that the 
government may deliberately take 
a $134,000,000 loss on previous 
low-rent housing construction, fi- 
nanced by the Public Works ‘Ad 
ministration. This amount, he in- 
dicated, will be ’written off if nec- 
essary to keep rents low enough 
for slum-dwellers to pay. 

Takes PWA Projects. 

Straus has taken over the PWA 
projects. When it comes to de- 
termining rents, he said, the only 
question will be: “How much can 
the slum dweller pay?” 

Straus’ low-rent housing activi- 
ties are distinct from the program 
of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. The latter agency, which 
does not address itself primarily 
to slum dwellers, insures - mort- 
gages on new homes. President 
Roosevelt is asking for changes 
in the FHA program in an effort 
to stimulate a construction boom.) 


K. S. McAllister, housing project. 
manager for Techwood and Uni- 
versity low cost housing projects 
here, said last night that the av- 
erage rental of rooms in the proj- 
ects is $5.52 a month. He added 
he has no intimation of new sched- 
ules for Techwood or University.

14 BOMBING PLANES 
SPEED SOUTHWARD 


Navy Armada Expected To 
~ Cover 3,080 Miles to 
_Panama in 26 Hours. 


SAN DIEGO, Cal., Dec. 8.—() 
Fourteen big patrol bombing 
planes sped southward tonight 
along the Central American west 
coast in the navy’s greatest long- 
distance mass transfer of air 
power. 

The planes arose from San Die- 
go bay beginning at 2:20 p. m., 
(Atlanta time) on a nonstop 3,080- 
mile flight to Coco Solo, Canal 
Zone. 

Last night navy authorities re- 
ported the air armada was 425 
miles from San Diego, off San 
Pablo point, Lower California, and 
flying at 10,000 feet in clear 
weather.
